PARENTAL RIGHTS. DUTIES 


That the ' sacred rights of parenthood" 
are accompanied by equally sacred duties 
is graphically illustrated by the recent liti­ 
gation concerning custody' of Freddie Bar­ 
tholomew. child movie star. 
Freddie's parents sought to have set aside 
the previous court order by which his aunt. 
Miss Myllicent Bartholomew, had adopted 
him. Offhand, one might suppose that their 
plea was no more than right; after all, do 
not a boy's mother and father have first 
claim on his affections, and are the.v not the 
people who can best lie trusted to look 
after his interests? 
But it developed that Freddie was given 
into the care of his aunt when he was three 
years old, and that he had remained with 
her since. 
He testified that his parents “are 
strangers to me.” 
Ile had grown to give 
his aunt the trust and affection that a boy 
ordinarily gives to his mother. 
This being the case, it is hard to quarrel 
with the court decision 
that 
his 
aunt's 
custody of him is to remain undisturbed. 


CRACKDOWN ON LAWYERS 


An important jiart of 
the business of 
cracking down on racketeers is the job of 
cracking down on crooked lawyers 
The 
appellate division of the New York supreme 
court recently performed that job in fine 
style by disbarring Attorney 
J. Richard 
Davis, 
who 
had 
been 
the 
late 
Dutch 
Schultzs lawyer. 
Any man accused of crime has a right 
to hire a lawyer, of course, and that lawyer 
has a right to defend his client. 
But" it 
seems that Schultz used to hire his lawver 
in advance. 
Davis accepted his retainers 
and agreed to defend him before the crimes 
against whose consequences he was to de­ 
fend him had even been committed. 
Hie court properly remarks that such a 
system makes a lawyer a silent partner in 
crime and encourages the perpetuation of 
crime. And while the number of unscrupu­ 
lous lawyers, w ho operate on such a basis is 
small, such men are an important part of 
the underworld structure. 
If they can be 
driven out of the profession they disgrace. 
the winning of the war on commercialized 
crime will b e just that much easier.

W hile the 
ex a ct cause 
of the 
condition is not known, It. is b e­ 
lieved to be associated w ith d is­ 
turbances of the glands, p articu ­ 
larly of the thyroid. 
The condition frequently appears 
in fam ilies. 
In m any in stan ces the 
thyroid of the ch ild is found to be 
deficient in its function. 
In th e 
sum m er th e skin is m oist and w ell 
lubricated. 
In the w inter, h ow ev­ 
er. w hen there are cold dry w inds, 
the skin becom es rough, harsh and 
scaly. 
Fortunately, there 
are 
seldom 
sym ptom s a ffectin g the rest of the 
body unless the child has so m uch 
deficiency of the thyroid action as 
to have the typ ical sym ptom s of 
that disorder.

get a return to the norm al state.

C ertainly it is serious to overlie# 
ca u stic soaps and w ater, b ecau se 
th at w ill produce a secondary in ­ 
flam m ation and a reaction w hich 
m ay becom e chronic. 
E xcep t in severe cases, it is m ost
